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The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
for week ending the 24th Nov, 1951, relate to 198 
towns with an estimated population of 27,581 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 250 and their population is 
31,222 thousands. Thus 77% of the total number of towns 
representing 88% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 20,212 and 9,090 representing birth and 
death rates of 38 1 and 17 '1 per thousand of population 
respectively. 

(A) States (Parts A <b 0).— The data here relate 
te 174 towns with an estimate! population ^ 24,257 
thousands. Information about Assam-, Bihar, and Orissa 
oould not be Included- The total number of towns is 
219 and their population is 20,799 thousands. Thus 79% of 
the total number of towns representing 91% of the total 
population is covered. The numbers of births and deaths 
recorded in these towns were 18,474 and 8,309 representing 


birth and doath rates of 39*6 and 17*9 per thousand of 
population respectively. The table at the end gives the 
position by States. 

Aruppukot&i was the only town in Madras whioh 
reoorded a high death rate of 54*1 per thousand of 
population and this high death rate was not due to any one 
of the spooifled Causoa 

(B) States (Part B ), — The data here relate to 
24 towns with an estimated population of 3,324 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 37 and their population is 4/~23 
thousands. Thus 65% of the total number of towns repre- 
senting 75% of the total population is covered, Tho 
numbers of births and de iths recorded in these towng were 
1,738 and 721 representing birth and death rates of 27*2 
and 11 '3 per thousand of population respectively. 

No town recorded a high death rata of 50 or over per 
thousand of population.
